NANKING, Dec. 29 (AP)—From 
all corners of China today came 
Nationalist military leaders to talk 
war or peace with Generalissimo 
Chiang Kai-shek. 

The Chinese President, urged by 
many to quit, called the confer- 
ence, It probably will start tomor- 
row. On its decision may rest the 
future of Nationalist China, beset 
on the north by conquering Com- 
munists, 

Even as the warlords, generals 
and other leaders arrived in Nan- 
king, a Government source re- 
vealed that a Chinese Red under- 
ground organization was at work 
only two miles from the capital. 

A hint that Chiang, or his Na- 
tionalist leaders under a new chief, 
would carry on the fight came 
late in the day. Gen. Chen 
Cheng, former Army chief of staff, 
was appointed Governor of For- 
mosa by the executive yuan (coun- 
cil). 

His appointment, plus the fact 
the Chinese Navy and Air Force 
have moved some of their head- 
quarters units to the big island

Fight in North Almost Over. 

North of the Yangtze it ap- 
peared almost over for Chiang’s 
men. A few pockets held out, nota- 
bly in Peiping and Tientsin, and 
Gen. Tu Li-ming’s Red-surrounded 
force 50 miles south of Suchow. 
None seemed to have any chance 
of getting out. 

Best available sources here said 
the following would attend the 
policy making conference: 

Gen. Fu Tso-yi, whose military 
reputation faded fast when his 
armies were trapped in Tientsin 
and Peiping. Fu was not on the 
original list of Army commanders 
invited to the conference but he 
was reported en route by plane 
from Peiping. 

Pai Chung-hsi, former Defense 
Minister whose Hankow area 
troops, many of whom have al- 
ready moved into Nanking, are 
among the few good armies left 
te the Nationalists. 

Chang chih - chung, veteran 
northwest China leader, a general 
without armies but with consid- 
erable influence, particularly 
among the “middle roaders” of the 
Kuomintang (Government) party. 

Hu Tsung-nan, Sian commander 
whose capture of the Communist 
capital of Yenan subsequently was 
blotted by a long succession of 
defeats at the hands of the Reds. 

From Vital Area. 

Lu Han, governor of Yunnan 
province whose gateway into 
Burma and India makes his area 
important to any Chinese govern- 
ment. Lu was reported to have 
conferred in Hong Kong with his 
“tribal brother” Lung Yun, for- 
mer Yunnan governor who was 
placed under house arrest by 
Criang during the war with Japan 
after his removal from his Kun- 
ming office by force. 

Yen Hsi-shan, warlord governor 
of the besieged Shansi capital of 
Taiyuan, who told reporters here 
that “I would rather die in de- 
fense of my city than surrender 
it to the Reds.” 

Ma Hung-kwei, hard riding gov- 
ernor of Ninghsia province, who 
may fly here for the conference. 

Meeting with the group likely 
will be Vice President Li Tsung- 
jen, Defense Minister Hsu Yung-

TONIGHT ; CHANCE 
OF SNOW FLURRIES 


Today Is Anniversary of De- 


cember’s Coldest Day, 15 
Below Zero in 1880. 


A moderate cold wave, with a 
low of about 15 degrees, was pre- 
dicted for tonight by Meteorolo- 
gist Harry F. Wahlgren. The low 
temperatures are expected to con- 
tinue through tomorrow. 

Wahlgren believes there is a 50- 
50 chance for snow flurries some 
time today. Snow was reported in 
several sections of northern Mis- 
souri. The gusty winds, which set 
off 18 burglar alarms in stores 
during the night, continued today 
but are scheduled to abate tonight. 
Today is the anniversary of the 
city’s coldest December day—15 
below in 1880. 

A half-inch of rain fell in St. 
Louis yesterday and the tempera- 
tures generally remained in the 
40s until after midnight. A 10- 
degree drop in a one-hour period 
brought the thermometer down to 
37 at 3 a.m. today and by 8 a.m. 
it was just above freezing in the 
city and at the airport.

U.S. POPULATION 148,000,000, 
RISE. OF 3,000,000 IN 1948 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 29 (AP)— 
The population. of the United 
States reached a record high of 
about 148.000000 at the close of 
1948, the census bureau reported 
today. The increase in the year 
was about 3,000,000 

In a further year-end summary 
of vital statistics for 1948 the bu- 
reau said: 

The civilian labor force—every- 
one working or looking for work 
—reached 63,842,000 in July. That 
was the highest total in the na- 
tion’s history.

today after she said in a State- 
ment that she beat her 3-week- 
old daughter to death because “I 
hated little girls.” 

Prosecutor Gerald McClear said 
he would await an autopsy on the 
bruised body of the child, Dolores, 
before deciding whether to seek 
a warrant against the 23-year-old 
mother. 

He said Mrs. Rios told him she 
beat the baby Dec. 23 and again 
yesterday with her fists. When 
her husband, Albert, 31, came 
home yesterday afternoon he 
found the infant dead but wrapped 
it in a blanket and ran with it for 
a mile to the hospital. 

The Rios have another child, a 
son, 19 months Old.

The British resolution was 
adopted by the council with eight 
votes for and three abstentions. 
The United States, Russia and the 
Soviet Ukraine abstained. Rus- 
sia and the Ukraine voted for the 
section of the resolution calling 
for a cease-fire at once. 

An American spokesman said 
‘the United States abstention was 
for lack of orders from Washing- 
ton, 

Alexandre Parodi of France 
proposed the amendment calling 
for the Jews and Arabs to begin 
at once the armistice negotiations 
ordered by the council Nov. 16. 

Mahmoud Fawzi Bey of Egypt, 
urging strong council action, told 
the delegates: 

“If we cannot keep peace and 
security here, we must recognize 
this and tell the world to look for 
something else.” 

The resolution instructed the 
council’s Palestine Committee to 
meet at Lake Success Jan. 7 to 
report whether Israel and Egypt 
had complied with the new 
orders. If either side failed to 
do so, the council under previous 
resolutions then would consider 
the possibility of applying sanc- 
tions. 

The British report of a Jewish 
invasion of Egypt was the first 
public word of that sort from 
anywhere. An Israeli military 
spokesman in Tel Aviv made a 
point today of insisting that all 
of the fighting was going on in 
Palestine, and no Jewish troops 
had crossed the border. 

Battle Reported Slackening. 

He said military operations in 
the Negeb had reached the mopup 
stage, although the battle was 
continuing on a reduced scale. 
Other soyrces said Gaza, seat of 
the Arab provisional government 
of Palestine, was under Israeli at- 
tack, and field reports said the 
Jews had captured Auja on the 
Egyptian border. Such a victory 
apparently would cut the last 
escape road of the Egyptian forces 
still in the Negeb. 

Beeley said his information 
came in a telegram from the 
British Embassy in Cairo. He said 
advance Jewish units were with- 
in six miles of El Arish, Egyptian 
coastal town some 30 miles from 
the border. : 

Heavily censored reports from 
Palestine have reported fighting 
at the border, particularly in the 
coastal corridor. 

Malik Assails Britain. 

Before Beeley reported the in- 
vasion of Egypt, Russia accused 
Britain of trying to block the way 
to peace in Palestine. 

Soviet Delegate Jacob Malik 
told the Security Council: 

“The United Kingdom is afraid 
of direct negotiations between the 
Jews and Arabs. The United 
Kingdom should cease hampering 
the negotiations.” 

Malik said then he would vote 
for a cease-fire in Palestine, but 
would not support the remainder 
of the British resolution calling 
for the withdrawal of Israeli and 
Egyptian troops to old truce lines 
in the Negeb. 

Before making the direct attack 
on Britain, Malik had said: 

“Some great powers are pursu- 
ing narrow aims not connected 
with peace in Palestine. They 
want perpetual tension.” 

Malik said the Security Coun- 
cil’s Palestine committee which 
would oversee compliance with a 
cease-fire order under the British 
resolution: already had proved its 
uselessness.

Effective Immediately— 
Mayor to Act But 

Thinks Measures Should 
Have Been Delayed for 
Time. 


Mayor Aloys P. Kaufmann an- 
nounced ‘today’ that he will sign 
on Saturday, New Year‘s day, the 
bills repealing the 5 per cent tax 
on theater admissions and reduc- 
ing the cigarette tax from three 


to two cents a pack. As the bills, 
passed recently by the Board of 
Aldermen, have emergency 
clauses, they will become effective 
immediately with the beginning of 
1949. 

“I am signing these bills,” the 
Mayor said in a formal announce- 
ment, “because they were in- 
tended, when the Board of Alder- 
men adopted them at my instance 
just a year ago, to be purely tem- 
porary. In the meantime, , the 
necessary state and local authori- 
zation has been had for the muni- 
cipal earnings tax, and it is now 
in effect. 

Would Prefer to Wait. 

“While I personally feel it 
would have been desirable to wait 
until the yield of the earnings tax 
had been determined with exacti- 
tude, before repealing these stop- 
gap taxes, I recognize that the 
repeal measures were adopted by 
unanimous vote of the aldermen, 
in fulfillment of a pledge that 
they would be abolished if and 
when an earnings tax was insti- 
tuted. 

“This is another step toward 
achievement of a tax structure 
based on a relatively few stable 
and equitable sources, instead of 
a multiplicity of nuisance taxes.” 

The earnings tax, the yield of 
which has been estimated as high 
as $7,500,000 for a full year, was 
authorized by the 1947 Legisla- 
ture for a period which will end 
July 19, 1950, unless an extension 
is garnted by the new Legisla- 
ture. 

Theaters to Cut Prices. 

The one-cent increase in the 
cigarette tax was expected to 
yield $750,000 a year, but it has 
appeared that the yield would be 
less than that figure, because 
many smokers have ‘bought their 
cigarettes outside the city. The 
yield of the amusement admis 
sions tax has been estimated at 
$600,000 a year. Some moving pic- 
ture theater owners have stated 
that they will reduce their admis- 
sion prices to conform to the tax 
elimination. Tickets now selling 
at 37 or 42 cents will thereafter 
be 35 or 40 cents. 

The Mayor did not mention the 
pay increase bill, adding $20 a 
month to the pay of city employes 
in the classified service. He said 
previously that he would sign the 
pay increase bill Jan. 1, to make 
it effective with the beginning of 
the year, as it bears an eMergency 
clause. 

Deficit Forecast. 

A recent estimate by the Gov- 
ernmental Research Institute fore- 
cast a $3,500,000 deficit for the city 
at the end of the fiscal year 1948- 
49 in April; this did not take into 
account any repeal of tax meas- 
ures or increase in payrolls. 

License Collector Frank A. Brit- 
t-n said that a supply of 2-cent 
cigurette tax stamps would be 
available by Monday, and that a 
one-cent adjustment will be made 
with those having the 3-cent 
stamps. A concern handling 
cigarette vending machines an- 
nounced that the machines would 
be readiusted, and that the general 
price would be 20 cents, 18 cents a 
pack plus the remaining 2-cent 
tax. Some machines now charging 
25 cents and giving a 2-cent re- 
fund will give 3 cents instead. 


HOOVER GROUP TO REQUEST 
MORE TIME TO FINISH REPORT 


Commission Studying Government 
Reforms Said to Want Two 
More Months. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 29 (AP)— 
The Hoover commission will ask 
the expiring Congress for a 60-day 
extension of the Jan. 13 deadline 
for submission of its report on 
Govérnment reform, it was 
learned today. The request is to 
be made Friday, a staff member 
said. The Eightieth Congress holds 
its final session that day. 

The Commission or Organiza- 
tion of the Executive Branch, 
headed by former President Her- 
bert Hoover, was created by the 
present Congress with instructions 
to report within the first 10 days 
of the Eighty-first Congress, 
which convenes Jan. 3. 

A delay will be meceSsary, an 
official explained, because of the 
scope of the report. The reports 
of the commission’s score or more 
of “task forces” alone amount to 
2,000,000 words. Some already 
have been made public.

Truman Up in the Air 40 Minutes 
Over Washington Waiting to Land 


President Reading and Sleeping as His Plane 
Circles for Its Turn to 
Come Down. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 29 (AP) 
—President Truman’s plane, the 
Independence, landed at National 
Airport today after nearly three- 
quarters of an hour’s delay caused 
by bad weather. 

The ship, bringing the Chief 
Executive back from his Christ- 
mas holiday in Missouri, touched 
ground in drizzling rain and fog 
at the airport at 3:09 p.m. It had 
been scheduled originally to land 
at 2:25 p.m. 

A cluster of about 100 anxious 
Government officials and others 
did not see the landing, which was 
reported by the control room. 

The presidential plane circled 
for about 40 minutes before it 
was waved in. 

(The United Press reported that 
the plane was guided to a landing 


by radar.) 

The landing was obscured from 
view because Col. Francis 
(Frenchy) Williams, pilot of the 
big DC-6 brought it to ground at 
the far end of the Municipal Air- 
port, well removed by distance 
and the mist from view of the 
watchers from the Military Air 
Transport Service terminal. 

3 Flights ‘Stacked’ Ahead of Him. 

When the plane taxied to the 
terminal, President Truman 
stepped from the blue and silver 
ship smiling and carrying books 
under his arm.

STUEVER BEQUEST 
FOR PROHIBITION 
POSES PROBLEM 


Death of Sister Releases 
$250,000 Estate of Doc- 
tor — Bank May Ask 
Court for Aid. 


| Release of the $250,000 estate of 
Dr. Francis L. Stuever, following 
the death on Christmas day of 
his sister, Miss Celia M. Stuever, 
has posed a problem for the Mis- 
sissippi Valley Trust Co. of what 
to do with the money he left “to 
promote the cause of prohibition 
in the United States, Germany and 
Austria.” 

“We don’t know what we'll do 
with the money,” C. A. Tolin, trust 
officer for the Mississippi Valley 
Co., said today. “An organization 
in Washington, the International 
Reform Federation, claims it is 
equipped and ready to start work- 
ing for prohibition in Germany 
and Austria. We don’t know if 
they can even get in. 

“It’s a matter for our Tegal 
talent to advise us on. It sounds 
something like the Mullanphy 
Fund. We may have to go into 
court to get a construction of the 
will.” 

Dr. Stuever, a retired St. Louis 
physician, died in Vienna in 1928, 
leaving an estate valued at the 
time at about $500,000. His sis- 
ter, who was 85 years old and who 
lived in recent years at the Kings- 
Way Hotel, left an estate valued 
today it excess of $400,000. 

Although he had relatives in the 
brewing business—the late “Tony” 
Stuever of the Home Brewery was 
a first cousin—Dr. Stuever was a 
determined opponent of alcoholic 
beverages of all sorts. His will 
provided that his sister would re- 
ceive during hér lifetime the in- 
come from his estate, except that 
$4000 would be paid annually to 
the International Reform Federa- 
tion. That group was to spend 
two-thirds of tle money “to pro- 
mote prohibition _ by legislation 
against manufacture, sale and use 
of intoxicating liquor and bever- 
ages” in Germany, and one-third 
for the same purpose in Austria. 

After her death, the will pro- 
vided, the estate was to be liqui- 
dated and the proceeds’ spent 
within 20 years—six-tenths for 
prohibition in Germany, three- 
tenths in the United States and 
one-tenth in Austria. 

All of Dr. Stuever’s estate is 
liquid, consisting of “gcod securi- 
ties,” Tolin said, 

Miss Stuever left the bulk of 
her estate to St. Louis University, 
after specific bequests to Catholic 
charities and to relatives and 
friends, totaling $166,000. 

Two scholarship funds, $5000 
each, were set up for the univer- 
sity. Two professorships for re- 
search in ear, nose and throat 
ailments and for research in eye 
diseases also were provided. The 
German St. Vineent Orphan Home, 
Normandy, is to receive $20,000.

This is $11,775,768 less than 
the $60,840,351 valuation tentative- 
ly claimed by the company nine 


months ago. 

The value fixed by the commis- 
sion accountants is on the basis 
of original cost of property, widely 
used in modern regulatory meth- 
ods. It includes certain minor 
cash elements as well as physical 
property, but does not include an 
allowance for working capital. 

This audit, part of an investl- 
gation of the company’s fair value 
for ratemaking and the reason 
ableness of its fares which has 
been in progress since August 
1947, will be considered by the 
commission with other evidence 
in a hearing here Jan. 19 on thea 
company’s latest request for a 
fare increase. 

The finding by the commission 
accountants, which is advisory 
and subject to revision by thé 
commission, is 19.3 per cent less 
than the tentative ratemaking val- 
uation claimed by the Public Serv- 
ice Co. last March in commission 
hearings on an earlier fare in- 
crease proposal. 

Company Fare Proposal, 

The pending fare increase ap- 
plication of the company, the 
third filed in 17 months, would 
increase the adult cash fare from 
10 cents to 12, provide for sale of 
tokens, 3 for 35 cents; increass 
the weekly pass price from $1.50 
to $1.75 and increase the student 
weekly pass price from 50 cents 
to 75. Three other types of passes, 
the Express, Shopper-Theater and 
Sunday-Holiday, would be eltm- 
inated. 

The commission, in August 1947, 
directed its engineering and ac- 
counting staffs to make the neces- 
sary studies and audits of the 
Public Service Co. property, reve- 
nues and operating expenses, to 
enable the commission to deter- 
mine reasonableness of the’ coms 
pany fares and its value for rate- 
making.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 29—Sena-

California tidelands would not be 
passed during the incoming Highty- 
first Congress. 

The measure would set up: ma- 
chinery for controlled exploitation 
of the oil-rich tidelands in com- 
pliance with a Supreme Court de- 
cision awarding paramount rights 
over the area to the Federal Gov- 
ernment. It died in the Senate 
Public Lands Committee in the 
Eightieth session. 

Knowland, however, also saw lit- 
tle chance of enactment over 
President Truman’s veto of the 
tidelands quitclaim bill. This bill 
would forever waive federal rights 
to the tidelands and thus in effect 
reverse the Supreme Court ruling. 
Truman successfully vetoed this 
Measure two years ago, and has 
made clear that his position has 
not changed. 

“There is a fair chance that the 
quitclaim bill can be passed this 
session,” Knowland told the Post- 
Dispatch, “but I am very doubtful 
that it can be passed over a presi- 
dential veto. By the same token, 
I cannot see how the administra- 
tion tidelands bill can be passed. 
That would leave things as they 
are.” 

Knowland and other Congress- 
men from California, with few ex- 
ceptions, have been active in be- 
half of the quitclaim legislation. 
Although the federal government 
now legally owns the tidelands, it 
has entered into a stipulation with 
California under which private oil 
operators still are exploiting the 
area, with gtate royalties going 
into an escrow fund pending final 
disposition of the issue. A court- 
appointed special master will start 
hearings in California next month 
on a controversy over the boun- 
daries of bays. The Justice De- 
partment claims that the bays lie 
within the tidelands, a contention 
disputed by the state. 


CARDINAL’S ARREST CALLED 
SICKENING SHAM BY LOVETT 


Seizure of Hungary’s | 
Also Condemned by Spellman as 
‘Travesty of Justice.’ 


Primate Mindszenty 


- WASHINGTON, Dec. 29 (AP)— 
Under Secretary of State Robert 


P. Lovett said today Communist 
Hungary's arrest of Cardinal Jo- 
seph Mindszenty was a sickening 
sham. 

Lovett said the United States 
regards the arrest as the culmina- 
tion of a long series of actiong by 
the Hungarian Government 
against personal, human, and new 
religious freedoms. It has been 
going on a long time, he said, and 
this is the climax. 

Of course, Lovett continued, it 
is a sickening sham to have that 
action taken on the bDbasig of 
charges which are obviously false. 
He said he thought it must affect 
the attitude of otHer countries to 
know this sort of thing can go on. 

By extension, Lovett said, the 
arrest of the Cardinal has another 
significance. What is going on 
there and in other countries of 
Communist belief and character 
is a type of behavior which makes 
peace an aspiration rather than 
a réality. 

In New York, Cardinal Francis 
Spellman termed the Cardinal’s 
arrest “the first grim step in an- 
other totalitarian mock-trial.” He 
called the arrest of Hungary’s 
Primate and 10 other Catholic 
leaders “another sacrilegious trav- 
esty of justice,” and part of the 
“Communist persecution of the 
Church.” 

In Budapest, the Hungarian In- 
terior Ministry has said the New 
York archbishop had been in- 
formed of a royalist plot by Cardi- 
nal Mindszenty to put Archduke 
Otto von Hapsburg on a Hun- 
garian throne.

Office of the New York Arch- 
diocese quoted Cardinal Spellman 
as calling the statement false. 

In a later statement, the arch- 
bishop said Cardinal Mindszenty’s 
arrest on charges of treason, es- 
pionage and black market money 
deals came after “months of 
threatening and plotting” by “Red 
Fascists.”

Spellman said, “when I had the 


honor to have the cardinal as a 
guest in my home, he was asked 
by someone if he did not fear to 


return to Hungary, Calmly, simply, | 


he answered: “Why should I fear to 
return? That is where my flock 
is. Ultimately, all that my enemies 
can take from me is my life.’” 


A new Hungarian communique | 


today said Cardinal Mindszenty 
was a “most fanatic, devoted and 
fighting follower” of the Horthy 
counter-revolution which delivered 
Hungary to the Nazis during the 
war. It declared he came into 
conflict with the Nazis only when 
a group of Nazi terrorists tried to 
take his palace and 1500 suits of 
underwear stored there. “That is 
how Mindszenty came into the 
epee of the Nazis,” it conclud- 
ed. 

The communique quoted Minds- 
zenty as openly declaring the Cath- 
olic Church could not be the ene- 
my of the Nazi movement and 
Fascism. 


Czech Press Opens New Attack 
on Catholic Hierarchy. 

PRAGUE, Dec. 29 (AP) — An- 
other round of attacks on the 
Catholic Church hierarchy in 
Czechoslovakia was carried in the 
Prague press today. 

The chief theme of the stories 
is that workers councils, large or- 
ganizations, and Catholic individ- 
uals are voicing demands that the 
Catholic bishops and clergy “an- 
nounce publicly their real atti- 
tude toward the -peoples demo- 
cratic order in Czechoslovakia.” 

The campaign resembles in 
many respects an inspired popular 
campaign in Hungary which has 
just been climaxed with the arrest 
of Cardinal Josef Mindszenty. 

Letters to editors, commentaries 
and leading articles charge here 
that priests have been convicted 
of anti-state activity, but that the 
hierarchy does not denounce them. 
Instead, they say, the church has 
deprived Minister of Health Rev. 
Josef Plojhar of his functions as 
a priest because he worked along 
with Communist leaders in the 
government.

T0 GALLOWS FOR 
BEHEADING FLYERS 


3 Generals Among Them 


—16 Others Get Prison 
Terms, 7 Acquitted in 
Tokyo Mass Trial. 


YOKOHAMA, Dec. 29 (AP) — 
Death on the gallows was decreed 
today for nine Japanese officers, 
including three generals, for the 
beheading of 33 American flyers. 
Seventeen of the Americans were 
killed after Emperor Hirohito 
broadcast his surrender speech. 

Sixteen other Japanese were 
given prison sentences ranging 
from five years to life by a 


United Statés Eighth Army. com- 
mission. Seven other defendants 
in the mass trial were acquitted. 

Witnesses testified the United 
States airmen were decapitated 
after they were told their execu- 
‘tions were in retaliation for the 
atomic bombings of Hiroshima 
and Nagasaki. 

Eight were put to death on Dec. 
10, 1945, and if were beheaded 
on Aug. 15, four hours after Hiro- 
hito broadcast his surrender 
speech. Many of the 33 were used 
by the Japanese as archery and 
sword practice targets, witnesses 
at the trial testified. 

Condemned to be hanged were 
Lt. Gen, Isamu Yokoyama, com- 
mander of the Western Army; 
Maj. Gen. Kyusaku Fukushi- 
ma, assistant chief of staff; 
Maj. Gen. Shoshin Ito, chief of 
the Western Army legal section; 
Col. Kiyoharu Tomomori, Capt. 
Yusei Wak _, Lt. Hiroji Nakayama, 
Lt. Kentaro Toji and Probationary 
Officer Mashiko Marazaki. 

Wako, second in’ command of 
the Western Army legal section, 
previously had been sentenced to 
nine years’ imprisonment for par- 
ticipating in the death sentencing 
of eight Doolittle flyers. (Three of 
the Tokyo raiders were executed; 
the Emperor commuted the other

Army engineers today resumed 
boring at two spots, 600 feet apart, 
on the riverfront Jefferson Memo- 
rial National Park site, to deter- 
mine solidity of the foundation | 
for the 590-foot stainless steel | 


arch, designed as the chief orna- | 
mental feature of the future park 
development. They used a drilling 
rig like those seen in oil fields. 
The boring was planned to ex- 
tend 20 feet into the rock, which 
at that point on the riverfront 
slope is 10 feet or more beneath 
the surface. The spot being test- 
ed for the south leg of the arch is 
near old Commercial alley, and 
nearly east of the Old Cathedral. 
The other leg would reach the 
earth at a point 600 feet north. 
As planned by the prize-winning 
Detroit architect, Eero Saarinen, 
the arch, representing the Gate- 
way to the West, would stand on 
bases of two equilateral triangles, 
each side of each base being 52 
feet, * 

The borings, and other prelim- 
inary work on the park site, are 
financed by a $15,000 contribution 
of the Jefferson National Expan- 
sion Memorial Association, St 
Louis body which financed the 
$125,000 prize contest for the de- 
sign. Saarinen, by decision of a 
judging group of noted architects, 
won the $40,000 first prize last 
February, besides a preliminary 
$10,000 award for his earlier de- 
sign. 

Funds for construction of the 
arch and other features of the 
improvement, estimated to cost 
up to $21,000,000, depend chiefly 
on future federal funds, the city 
of St. Louis contributing one 
fourth of the cost _ from bond issue 
funds. Acquisition and clearing 
of the tract took must of the $9,- 
000,000 provided by a $6,750,000 
presidential allotment and $2,250,- 
000 city bond funds. The city has 
$5,250,000 further bond funds to 
be put into the improvement.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 29 (AP) 
—The United States seems likely 
to give its anti-Communist al- 


‘lies in western Europe between 
itwo and 


three billion dollars 
worth of arms next year. 

But much of what the Euro- 
peans need in the way of mili- 
tary equipment is already avail- 
able in Army, Navy and Air 
Force storehouses. It can be 
shipped abroad at a fraction of 
its original cost. 

President Truman therefore is 
expected to ask Congress to ap- 
propriate only about one billion 
dollars for the European re- 
armament. program during the 
fiscal year beginning next July 1. 

This amount .would cover 
packing, shipping and other 
similar costs, as well as any new 
items that may be bought. 
Congressional Approval Likely. 

Details are far from complete, 
but officials say they feel con- 
fident Congress will approve tite 
program as a major move in the 
cold war, 

It will nevertheless pose one of 
the great foreign policy issues of 
the new session. 

Three other items dealing with 
American military outlays 
abroad will focus attention on 
the question of what this coun- 
t.y wants in the world and how 
it proposes to get it. These 
three are: 

1. The Berlin air lift. The 
cost of supplying Soviet-block- 
aded Berlin by air is going to 
run the Air Force between 
$70,000,000 and $80,000,000 into 
the red for this fiscal year. By 
asking Congress to vote this 
much more money before June 
30, Truman at the same. time 
will be asking the lawmakers 


to stamp their formal approval 
on American determination to 
stick in Berlin in the face of 
terrific Russian pressure to get 


| us out. 


2. Greek-Turkish aid. Pres 
dent Truman is expected to 
decide soon the size of the next 
Greek-Turkish aid program, His 
advisers reportegly are __ pre- 
pared to recommenad an increase 
of around 10 per cent above this 
year’s $325,000,000. The Greek- 
Turkish’ program is the key to 
American strategy in the Mid- 
dle East. Politically it is the 
heart of the Truman doctrine of 
helping free nations to defend 
themselves against Russian- 
Communist pressure. Militarily 
it is the extra strength Ameri- 
can strategists feel is needed. to 
keep Greece and Turkey as a 
bulwark against a Communist 
invasion of the Middle East and 
the southern flank of Europe. 

3. The China program—if any. 
The Administration has $400,000,- 
000 to spend on military and 
civilian aid to China this year. 
Despite the pleas of Mme. Chiang 
Kai-shek, it is uncertain whether 
there will be any real aid pro- 
gram next year. In fact, because 
of Gen. Chiang’s long string of 
defeats at the hands of the Com- 
munists, the United States earlier 
this month suspended a planned 
outlay of $70,000,000 ‘for, recon- 


struction. That reduced help to 

stricken China to straight relief 

and $125,000,000 worth of mili- 

tary assistance. | 

These three programs taken to- 
gether illustrate the basic princi- 
ples that the United States has 
developed during the cold war 
years in trying first to block, then 
to reverse the tide of Communism. 

In the first place there is Sec- 
retary of State Marshall’s idea of 
limitation: American foreign policy 
as expressed in terms of dollar- 
power and military-economic re- 
sources cannot be equally strong 
in every threatened part of the 
world. It must be strongest where 
the threat to American security is 
greatest. 

This leads to the second point 
that in a time of cenflict with an- 
other major power, the great 
weight of American policy must 
be on the side of security. And 
when security is the primary ob- 
jective, idealism must be secon- 
dary. For example, it is consid- 
ered more important to improve 
the industrial output of western 
Germany than to try to industrial- 
ize Latin America or India at this 
time. Bot | 
That explains why the Adminis- 
tration ‘is fairly calm about the 
threat of an all-Communist China. 
Similar Communist successes in 
westerg Europe would throw this 
government into a warlike crisis. 

A third and fundamental prin- 
ciple is that the cold war is not 
a fight between the United States 
and Russia alone; it is a struggle 
between the Communist ‘world and 
the western democratic world. A 
majority of'the countries in the 
United Nations now consistently 
line up on the western side. The 
problem is to build up their eco- 
nomic and military power to 
match their theoretical political 
strength so their force will create 
a definite and real balance against 
Russia. < 

Still another factor is the State 
Department’s conviction that the 
United States cannot save other 
countries but can only help them 
save themselves. : 

The feeling about the Chinese 
under Chiang is that they have 
proved incapable of saving them- 
selves. If Chiang were able to 
pull off a military miracle against 
his Communist foes, he might sud- 
denly find the doors of the Amer-

WASHINGTON, Dec, 29 (UP)— 
The Air Force today promised a 
hero’s welcome in New York City 
for the 12 flyers rescued from a 


Greenland ice cap. 

An Air Force spokesman said 
the men, who were snatched off 
the icy plateau yesterday by & 
ski-equipped transport plane, will 
be given at least 24 hours rest 
in Greenland netere they are re-| 


turned. 

Some have families in Green- | 
land and may not want to come 
to the United States, he said. But 
those who do will get an elaborate 
reception in New York and will 
meet the press in one of the city’s 
large hotels to tell their story of 
life on an ice cap. 

Seven of the airmen had been 
stranded on the 7700-foot plateau 
since Dec. 9 when their transport 
went down. Five others joined 
them during ensuing weeks as 
various rescue attempts failed. 

Lost Little Weight. 

Yesterday, a C-47_ transport, 
equipped with skis in place of 
wheels, and rockets to assist its 
takeoff, made a hazardous landing 
and removed the men. 

An Air Force spokesman said | 
they suffered only a slight loss | 
in weight, and that they lived in| 
“comparative luxury” in a three- | 
room snow house they built on the | 
ice cap. The house was equipped | 
with portable heaters and electric | 
lights dropped from planes. Films 
and cameras also were dropped, | 
and the men made a pictorial rec- 
ord of .their stay. 

The men were flown to a re- 
mote Air Force weather observa- 
ition station called Bluie West & | 
before being flown to Bluie West | 
1, a bigger base on the southern | 
tip of Greenland. Families of some | 
of the men live there. : 
| The rescue plane was piloted | 
by Lt. Col. Emil Beaudry of Man.- | 
‘chester, N. H., a much-decorated | 
| veteran of World War II. He car- | 
ried out a similar rescue mission 
‘at Lake Astray, Labrador, a year 
ago, using the same plane. In tWo 
trips to the lake, he picked up 
nine survivors of qa plane crash | 
and then returned to pick up two | 
bodies. |

Control of the Ruhr 

American criticism of the seemingly direction- 
less drift in Allied policy in Germany bears 
sound fruit in the international control system 
announced for the administration of the Ruhr— 
western Europe's greatest industrial area. 

The essence of the plan is as follows: 

Six nations, the United States, France, Brit- 
ain, Belgium, Holland and Luxembourg, join in 
an international authority. This authority will 
control the vital region in the interests of peace. 
No provision is made for the admission of Russia 
to the governing authority, now or later, but 
Germany may be admitted as soon as it is estab- 
lished under a legal government of its own. 

The agreement, which comes out of a six-week 
conference in London, is hearteningly construc- 
tive on many scores. It shows that the repre- 
sentatives of the participating nations are aware 
of the yearning of their peoples to lay the basis 
for a real peace in the world. 

The conferees put up as two of their neces- 
sary objectives “to assure the disarmament and 


. demilitarization of Germany” and “to further 


the recovery of the countries of Europe, includ- 
ing a democratic Germany.” 

There is. a measure of paradox about these 
two objectives, and yet they must be reached 
jointly if a peaceful and prosperous Europe is to 
be achieved. The Ruhr conference would have 
shut its eyes to a reality had it not recognized 
that they must be won at one and the same time, 
regardless of the difficulties.

One of the most important parts of the agree- 
ment is stated in a generality, which will be 
measured in the end by its application. -Says 
the text: 

There shall not be allowed to develop or 
be restored any pattern of ownership in the 
Ruhr coal, coke or steel industries, or trade 
and marketing agreements among such in- 
dustries, which would constitute excessive 
concentration of economic power. 


This can and should outlaw the cartel system 
which Germany developed on such a scale that 
it was corrupting world-wide industry when 
World War II broke out. Doubtless many if not 
most of the representatives mean the provision 
to do just that. But not all persons agree on 
what is “excessive concentration.” That will be 
for the new Ruhr authority to determine when 
it begins operations early next year. Meantime, 
American opinion should make clear that if any 
mistake is to be made, it is to be on the side of 
strict application. 

Another important provision is wholly speci- 
fic. This is the one which prohibits from posi- 
tions of “ownership or control” those “persons 
who have been, or may be, found to have fur- 
thered the aggressive designs of the National 
Socialist party.” This closes the door, of course, 
not only on Nazis, but against industrialists who 
worked with the Nazi war schemes, whether or 
not they themselves joined the party. It rules 
out the managers of industry who, for one rea- 
son or another, were not tried and convicted at 


Nurenberg. 
+ * . 


The ultimate ownership is left for the future. 
This is a concession to France, which wants 
international control, as against the public own- 
ership recommended by Britain and the private 
ownership proposed by the United States. Con- 
cession or not, it is a wise handling of the prob- 
lem for the present. International control can 
give way to-one of the other forms if change 
becomes desirable. Meantime, the method is 
precisely in the spirit of the entire authority 
plan. 

The French sponsored another sound provi- 
sion in the indefinite term for the authority to 
operate. No one knows whether it should be 
five years, 10 years, 15 or 20. It may prove to 
last much longer. - Certainly, an international 
control, with continuous international inspeg- 
tion, holds the promise of a gainfully-occupied 
Ruhr which is a threat neither to France nor to 
the rest of the world.. The French have served 
not only themselves, but other nations, in insist- 
ing that the Ruhr be handled in such a way as 
to prevent it from ever again becoming a war- 
making power for Germany. 

The details of the inspection system are to be 
worked out by the new authority. In that safe- 
guard lies in large part the success or failure of 
the entire plan. With six nations participating, 
there is no reason whatever why the inspection 
should not be wholly adequate at all times. 
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Russia’s denunciation of the agreement is 
hardly worth notice, Had the Soviets been will- 
ing to co-operate in international activities, had 
they joined wholeheartedly in four-power ad- 
ministration in Germany, they would in all 
probability have been invited into the Ruhr au- 
thority. In view of the record on atomic control 
and the management of Berlin, to cife only two 
instances, it would have been folly to have asked 
Russia even to attend the conference. 

The Ruhr authority manifestly does not solve 
the Ruhr problem. But it does set up the ma- 
chinery by which the Ruhr can for the first time 
be handled on an international basis for peace- 
ful production. This agreement greatly bright- 
ens the record of a dark year in Europe. 
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Peace-Making of a Sort 


The altercation between Costa Rica and Nic- 
aragua provided the occasion for the first test of 
the hemisphere’s mutual defense set-up. The 
machinery started very promptly and ran with 
smoothness, Ostensibly the affair was settled 
last Friday. Sunday, however, rumblings from 
both little countries made the result seem some- 
what uncertain. 

Costa Rica was invaded from Nicaragua on 
Dec. 9 by a force headed by a former Costa 
Rican president. On the eleventh, Costa Rica 
appealed to the council of the Organization of 
American States. This consists of the repre- 
sentatives of the various treaty signatories in 
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scene. At least until then, it is impossible to de- 
clare this peace-making an unqualified success. 
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Plus Side of the Air Lift 
While the airlift is not the long-term solution 


to the problem of making good on the pledges of 
the Western Allies to the Germans in their sec- 


. tors of Berlin, it is registering some very defi- 


nite gains that offset the losses in lives and 
equipment. 
First and foremost, this bridge from the 


' American and Bfitish zones, over the Russian 


occupation area to Berlin, is a great demonstra- 
tion of humanity in action. So long as it rises 


high enough to pass over the top of the iron cur-. 


tain that long will the peoples’of Europe know 
that the democracies keep their promises in food 
and fuel and other necessities of life. 

The Russians are double losers. First, they 
lose psychologically by making the air bridge 
necessary. Everyone who knows the facts, and 
the facts have a way of getting around, even in 
police states, understands that the air lift is 
caused by the Russian blockade. Thus, the Rus- 
sians in effect call attention to their own poli- 
cies of repression and human cruelty. 

The second Russian loss lies in the fact that 
the air lift has been remarkably successful. Al- 
though it should not be thought of as an Ameri- 
can fixture in Europe, it has accomplished so 
much that it is a surprise to its own sponsors, to 
say nothing of its opponents. 

Not all the gains, however, aré on the humani- 
tarian side. A very important benefit is the 
training which it is giving the American Air 
Force. Here is a practical exercise in flying 
that really counts. It goes on day after day. It 
occupies a large number of pilots. It keeps 
ground crews busy. It provides new informa- 
tion and data on flying for study and application 
in the development of aviation science. 

As Radford Mobley points out in his dispatch 
from Washington, the air lift flyers are not only 
pouring tons of cargo a day into Berlin in all 
kinds of weather, but they are making flying 
safer in America and elsewhere. The air lift is 
a safety first measure and a safety future device 
as well. As the year ends, Americans and Ber- 
liners alike should salute the young aviators 
who make it possible. 
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A Trail Norris Blazed 


Senator-elect Kefauver of Tennessee says that 
he will support a constitutional amendment to 
abolish the electoral college. The report of the 
new Senator’s remarks does not make it clear, 
but apparently he favors the division of a state’s 
electoral votes according to the popular votes 
received by each presidential candidate. In the 
end, the election would be reckoned on pro- 
rated electoral votes. 

This would be an improvement, but it is fool- 
ish to go only half way. The sound course is to 
get rid of electoral votes as well as the electoral 
eollege. It is enough for each citizen to vote for 
President and to have his one vote counted for 
one vote regardless of where he casts it. What 
Senator or Representative is going to distin- 
guish himself by coming out for direct popular 
election? .He who does so will be breaking no 
new ground. One of the truly great American 
statesmen, the late George W. Norris of Ne- 
braska, blazed that trail a decade ago. 
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The Mundt-Nixon Confession 


The recommendations which Messrs. Mundt 
and Nixon make for the House Un-American 
Activities Committee in the future are all to the 
good, but the same questions will occur appar- 
ently to everyone except them. , 

If it is desirable to permit each witness to 
have a lawyer in future sessions, why was it not 
desirable to permit witnesses to have the assist- 
ance of counsel in past sessions? 

If it is right that subcommittees not be per- 
mitted in the future to publish reports without 
approval by the entire committee, why was it 
not right that a subcommittee has been prohib- 
ited from publishing the incomplete report in 
the smear of Dr. Edward U. Condon, head of the 
Bureau of Standards? 

If it is proper that persons accused by wit- 
nesses be given an opportunity to defend them- 
selves in the future, why was it not proper that 
this same opportunity be given to all persons in 
the spy investigations this*year? 

If it is fair that accused persons be permitted 
to ask pertinent questions of their accusers in 
the future, why was it not fair that accused per- 
sons be allowed to question their accusers all 
through past inquiries? And so on. 

These recommendations for the future are 
Messrs. Mundt and Nixon’s condemnation of 
their own committee’s procedure.

In May 1947 twenty-one economists held 
a conference and condemned Mr. Varga for 
having written a 
book in 1946 which is 
currently considered 
to be anti-Marxist.

Another conference, about 16 months 
after the first, was held here recently to 
review the situation in the field of econom- 
ic thought. The participants again turned 
in a judgment against Mr, Varga and his 
adherents. They announced that the econ- 
omists of the Varga school, who had ample 
opportunity to mend their ways, “have 
not yet recognized their mistakes nor 
proved by positive work that they are try- 
ing to remedy their mistakes.” 


Capitalism in Red Orbit 


The conference was held at the Institute 
of Economics of the Soviet Academy of 
Sciences, Mr. Varga, once one of the lead- 
ing economists of the country, attended 
the session. 


He listened to the review of the charges 
which had been made earlier against his 
book, “Changes in the Economics of Capi- 
talism as a Result of the Second World 
War.” These were principally aimed at 
his contentions that a serious capitalist 
crisis would rot materialize for 10 years; 
that the state has assumed an increasing- 
ly important role in managing capitalist 
economies as a result of the Second World 
War and that the economic structure of 
the eastern European countries which sup- 
port the Soviet Union could be described 
as “state capitalism.” 


These contentions run counter to the 
currently prevailing view that the economic 


ing capitalist economies because the state 
is supposed to be controlled by capitalist 
monopolies and it is the latter which do all 
the controlling; that the economic structure 
of the eastern European countries can’t be 
called “state capitalism” because those 
countries are moving along “the path to 
Communism.” 

Mr, Varga, who was born in Hungary 
69 years ago and joined the Soviet Commu- 
nist party after he came to Moscow in 1920 
for the second congress of the Comintern, 
defended himself against the charges levied 
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against him. But his defense was consid- 
ered unsatisfactory, according to a review 
of the conference as published by the mag- 
azine Planned Economy, the official organ 
of the State Planning Commission. 


Not only did Mr. Varga fail to recognize 
the mistakes charged against him, the 
the magazine reported, but, in his defense 
speech, he went on to make “new mis- 
takes.” One of these was said to be the 
doubt he expressed about the possibility of 
future wars between the “imperialist states.” 
Mr. Varga was directly asked: “Is it prob- 
able that under these conditions we can 
firmly rely on a new inter-imperialistic 
war?” He replied: “Under these conditions 
it is difficult to imagine that imperialistic 
powers are going to attack each other.” 


Silence Is Rebuked 


His statement brought a vigorous denun- 
ciation, He was accused of continuing his 
“reformist” position (and the charge of 
being “reformist” is about as serious a one 
as can be made in these circumstances). He 
was rebuffed by being told that he was 
sinking to the level of the “ultra-im- 
perialism” theory of that arch “reformist,” 
Karl Kautsky. According to the small So- 
viet encyclopedia, Kautsky was accused of 
seeking to “reform” Marxism as it was 
understood here; he was branded a “rene- 
gade” by Lenin and was charged with 
preaching war against the Soviet Union. 


Mr. Varga, in his defense, was also up- 
braided for remaining silent about his fre- 
quently criticized statement that the capi- 
talist countries will not suffer a major 
economic crisis for 10 years and his sim- 
ilarly criticized contention that the class 
struggle in capitalist countries is being re- 
placed by a new struggle—that of the work- 
ers to share control of the bourgeois state 
with representatives of the bourgeoisie. 
Such views are considered seriously at odds 
with the prevailing Communist position 
that the class struggle is the main thing 
and must go on. 


For “Corrective” Ideas 


Finally, in rejecting Mr. Varga’s explana- 
tion and defense, participants of the con- 
ference came to the conclusion that “he 
did not understand anything about the po- 
litical significance in the criticism of his 
conceptions” and that “he did not recognize 
criticism of his mistakes in a Communist 
party way.” One accuser warned that “his 
position of not admitting his mistakes 
means that the works he is planning to 
write will be mistaken and harmful.” 

Another observed that there are 4500 
economists in the Soviet Union. He sug- 
gested that this army of economists be 
made to work fruitfully for the benefit of 
the Soviet economy by applying correc- 


Between Book Ends 


Man’s Place and Fate 


WHAT IS MAN, by C.-F. Ramuz, Translation by Gov- 
erneur Paulding; Introduction by Albert Beguin. 
(Pantheon Books, $2.75.) 

In the sixteenth century what is gen- 
erally thought of as the modern universe 
was conceived—heliocentric, mechanical, 
and illimitable. The question of the nature 
of man and his place in this universe has 
been passionately, and painfully, argued 
ever since. The first answers, which offset 
the physical smallness of man by magnify- 
ing his freedom, his reason, and his indi- 
viduality, were as revolutionary as the new 
physical universe, arrogant and egocentric 
in contrast to the dominant humility of the 
Middle Ages. Latterly the question has 
been whether man can be considered as 
separate from the physical universe or 
must be viewed as an integral part of it, 


' subject to its laws and its motions. 


C.-F. Ramuz, the Swiss poet and novelist 
who achieved a belated notice in this coun- 
try with the publication last year of 
“When the Mountain Fell,” returns to the 
earlier form of the question. Almost the 
only author he quotes with confidence is 
Pascal. But there is this difference: the 
social and political systems existent today 
are the result of some three centuries’ at- 
tempt to provide for the kind of man 
postulated in the sixteenth century. 

Ramuz says that he has no answer to 
his question, “What is Man?” That is not 
quite accurate, Man for him is just what 
he was for the awed and excited Renais- 
sance enthusiasts, free, rational, spiritu- 
ally valuable, morally responsible, and 
capable of development as infinite as the 
just discovered illimitable universe. But 
the politico-social systems now existent fall 
far short of providing for such a man; in 
fact they assume that man—the individual 
man, of course—is a pretty small and un- 
admirable thing, and that is the source of 
Ramuz’s criticism. 

Democracy, he says, reduces all in- 
dividuals to a single level of value; “one 

man is as good as 
another” means also 
that no manis worth 
more than another. 
Leveling is always 
leveling down, and 
the net result is that 
an individual in de- 
mocracy is effectively 
hindered in becom- 


ing or being all that 


he is capable of. 
Communism does 
not pay even the lip 
service to individual 
man that democracy 
offers. The state, the 
society, is the only 
object of value. The individual doesn’t 
exist; there are only integral parts of a 
whole. It is as mechanical and impersonal 
an organization as the universe it is de- 
signed to fit. 

What sort of social organization would 
permit man the full scope and development 
inherently necessary to his nature? This 
is the question for which Ramuz has no 
answer. But his analysis of the faults of 
democracy and Communism is significant 
for it can help us to understand better the 
vacillation between those two polar politi- 
cal faiths that is currently characteris- 
tic of most of the world. °

But something quite different 
is, so it seems to me, likely to 
happen. The issues, arise out of 
the military partition of Germany 
and, therefore, of Europe. Since 
the soldiers cannot settle the 
issues by a war and the diplomats 
cannot settle them by the cold 
war, the great powers are rapidly 
losing ‘control of them. The inter- 
national conflict over the destiny 
of Germany is becoming an in- 
ternal German conflict which will 
certainly affect deeply, and may 
decide, the destiny of Europe. 


This development is most evi- 
dent, because it is most acute, in 
Berlin. I do not think anyone 
knows what would happen in Ber- 
lin if the Germans start rioting 
and fighting in the streets as their 
condition becomes more desperate, 
as the Russian and the British- 
American propaganda machines 
permit and even encourage in- 
creasing incitements to hatred and 
violence. The Germans in Berlin 
are well along on the road to @ 
civil war and the rest of Ger- 
many is already on the same road. 


Here, I think, is the real danger 
to which we should address our- 
selves: That while organized war 
is not likely to be declared and 
waged, a German civil war could 
develop and we may all be sucked 
into it. 


The reader will first wish to 
know what reason there is for the 
statement that overt organized 
war is not now in prospect. All 
I can say is that in all the coun- 
tries I visited I talked with men 
who would have direct and high 
personal responsibility if war 
broke out. 


They were unanimous in saying 
that there are no signs of the 
build up of fuel, transport and 
munitions which would be neces- 
sary if the Reds were preparing 
to invade western Europe.

Dr. Herbert M. Howe Cites

Airlift Is Not Enough. 


Nor is it true that the prestige 
earned by the airlift will continue 
to mount as we prove that we can 
keep it up. A few days after the 
election in Berlin, we had a good 
indication of how the airlift, 
which is said to have won the 
Germans to our cause, is actually 
impressing the Germans. 

Herr Reuter the Socialist leader 
who won, told us publicly the 
present airlift was not enough and 
that as a reward to the Germans 
who had voted as we wished them 
to vote, we should increase the 
airlift. 

The whole thing is what Mr. 
Churchill once said it was—a dem- 
onstration that we can stand*on 
our heads while the Russians sit 
in an armchair. We can, no doubt, 
stand on our heads quite a long 
time. 

While we do it, it would be de- 
sirable for the planners and opera- 
tors of our foreign policy to use 
their heads, and not let the airlift 
become an excuse for avoiding 
issues that are getting more diffi- 
cult to solve the longer the situ- 
ation is allowed to deteriorate.

gem is flawless, a deep violet red 
in color, and about the size of a 
small marble. 

Nothing like it ‘has ever been 
seen, or at least reported, before, 
said Dr. Frederick H. Pough, 
curator of physical geology and 
mineralogy by the museum. 


In this ruby, two crystals ap- 
parently are occupying the same 
space, like a man who is twins but 
who has only one body with two 
faces, four legs, and four arms. 
The ruby is like the Roman god 
Janus, who faced east and west 
at the same time. The two sets of 
needle-like sides of the two crys- 
tals cross each other at a 30-de- 
gree angle. This gives the ruby 
12 rays instead of six. 

The ruby weighs 25.2 carats, or 

about 1-5 of an ounce. If it were 
a six-ray ruby, it would be worth 
about $7500, Dr. Pough sajd. The 
12-ray star makes it priceless, 
worth whatever a buyer would pay 
for the only ruby of its kind in 
the world. 
* The gem was found in the 
spring of 1948 in the rich Ratna- 
pur mines in Ceylon. At least 
three men owned it without know- 
ing its .priceless quality. They 
were gem brokers, dealing in un- 
cut rubies. 

Not until a lapidary began cut- 
ting and polishing it did the 12-ray 
star become visible. It is now 
owned by Jamaldeem Ahamed and 
Thaha Cassin of Colombo, Ceylon. 
It is on public display for the first 
time and is not for sale.

He succeeded Zverev as Finance 
Minister last Feb. 17 and Zverev 
became his first deputy.

Refunds in 
each group will be in terms of 
number of cents per thousand 
dollars of insurance for each 
month that each policy is in force, 

Payments on Lapsed Policies. 

The Veterans Administration 
plans to make refunds from the 
fund surplus on all policies on 
which premiums were paid for 
three or more months. This. in-| 
cludes. policies that have lapsed or | 
matured as well as those still in 
force. 

The insurance went into effect 
Oct. 8, 1940. Initial payments will 
cover a period extending through 
the 1948 anniversary of each 
policy. 

The surplus is the product of 
gains and savings on policy prem- 
iums. Much of it develops from 
the fact that the mortality rate 
among veterans has been consid- 
érably lower than was estimated 
before the war, when the amount 
of premium payments was estab- 
lished. 

Payments on All Types. 

The VA spokesman said divi- 
dends would be paid on all types 
of national service life insurance 
—on converted policies as well as 
on the so-called term policies. 

Holders of converted policies 
may expect larger dividends be- 
cause of the higher premium they 
pay. 

Veterans initially took out term 
policies—-that is, policies issued 
for five-year periods, which may 
be renewed at a higher premium 

The Veterans Administration 
vert their policies to one of the 
six other types—straight life, 20- 
payment life, 30-payment "life, 20- 
year endowment and endowment 
at the age of 60 and 65. 

The converted policies call for 
higher premium payments initially 
but accumulate cash value and 
other benefits.

HEN a child does what we 
consider wrong, we must keep 
in mind that before he acted 
he had the thought to act. We 
should ask ourselves what we have 
done, or what others have done, to 
slant hig thinking in the wrong 
direction. Then we ought to take 
measures to correct his thinking. 
When a child acts he does so 
under the power of the thought 
that is uppermost in his mind at 
the time. What stimulated that 
thought is our chief concern in 
any program for his correction.

WE KNOW that environment 
affects thinking, that talk and be- 
havior of other people does so, too; 
that experiences such as seeing a 
movie, listening to a radio pro- 
gram, looking at a picture book, 
reading a story will affect think- 
ing and behavior. All experiences 
modify the thinking and, there- 
fore, the behavior of the children. 
It is these experiences we should 
concern ourselves with rather 
than their effect—misconduct. 

When misconduct is manifested 
it is our duty to note where the 
child had been recently, with 
whom, what he had been doing in 
his spare time, what his pleasures 
were. A little investigation dis- 
closes unlooked-for situations, 
often explaining wrong conduct,

That remains the domain 
in which an individual retains 
personal control, Also, laws against 
intermarriage seem to be an in- 
vasion of personal liberty, just as 
it seems impossible to legislate 
on what an individual should or 
should not do in his own home. 
Where the public is generally 
admitted, there everyone should 
have equal rights, but one’s home 


remains, according to the old Eng- 
lish tradition, a man’s castle. One 
must also control one’s own deci- 
sions as to personal conduct and 
association.

You have reached the middle 
game stage and for some time 
have been hanging on to a 
pair of eights. You now decide 
that you-must discard one. Let 
Us assume that your two eights 
are spades and hearts and that 
all four nines, the seven of dia- 
monds and the six of clubs are 
in the discard pile. No five has 
been discarded and you hold the 
five of spades. 

The average player reasons 
quickly, Both my eights are safe 
on top and equally dangerous if 
my opponent holds the other two 
eights. I have the five of spades 
which protects my eight of that 
suit somewhat, so obviously the 
spade eight is my correct dis- 
card, 

THis reasoning has considerable 
merit, but it is not correct. The 
eight of hearts is a much better 
discard in this situation. 

Suppose that your opponent 
holds the seven-six of hearts. You 
can hold the eight indefinitely, 
but you canndt block him because 
he can draw the five spot from 
the #stock. However, if your op- 
ponent has the seven-six of spades 
and you hang on to the eight and 
the five than he can never com- 
plete the sequence.
